Ten Metre Beacon 


The Office of the Director of Telecommunications Regulation has recently granted 
permission for a 10 metre beacon to be established in EI. The licence is initially for 3 
months on a "non interference" basis after which time a permanent licence will be 
issued if all is satisfactory. 


Operating on 28.209 MHz (Mode A1A), the beacon using the callsign EIOTEN is 
capable of 25 watts but will run initially on 5 watts for the ?bedding in? period and 
will operate using a dipole antenna for approximately six weeks. However, after this 
time the beacon will use 4 x phased 1/4 wave verticals beaming NW, NE, SE, SW. 
QSL to EI4HQ via buro.

Radio Amateur Circumnavigating the Globe 


Radio Amateur and Sailor David Clark, KB6TAM, arrived at Fernando de Nornha on 
the 30th of May last and said all is well. He expects to resume his sail in a couple of 
days and plans to reach Fortaleza some 350 miles distant by early next week. He's 
now is on the home stretch of his quest to be the oldest person to sail solo around the 
world. Clark, who turned 77 on May the 17th last, is hoping to make Fort Lauderdale 
by July. He is keeping in touch with wife, Lynda, and others primarily via amateur 
radio phone patches. Clark survived a disaster in February that sank his original 
sailboat,the Mollie Milar. Corporate sponsors and helpful radio amateurs in South 
Africa and elsewhere helped him get another sailboat which he named Mickey in 
honour of his dog which he lost in the accident in February.
